per cent. The poorest sample earned 
only 31. 5G per cent, of protein.

state agents and dealers known to 
have Chicago gluten meal carrying 
less than 35 per cent, protein weie re- 
poited to toe secretary of agriculture 
as violators of the feeding stuffs law. 
The other gluten meals and feeds cor- 
responded In composition fairly well 
with the guarantees. 


S. A. & J. H. True Company's linseed 


meal and the Cleveland Company's flax 
meal are materially below the guar- 
antee, and have been reported to the 
secretary of agriculture. Victor corn 
and oat 
feed is considerably under 


guarantee on an average, but not 
enough so as to warrant reporting it 
to the secretary. 


There is no reason for thinking that 


the goods found falling beloV guar- 
antee were so intentionally. One of 
the objects of the law is to make deal- 
ers and manufacturers know the qual- 
ity of the goods they put out. The' sec- 
retary of the Board of Agriculture is 
obliged to give the offending parties 
notice that they have not more than 
30 days in which to comply with the 
requirements of the law. It is to be 
hoped that the dealers will immediate- 
ly change the guarantee to correspond 
with the quality of the goods. Al- 
though at present guaranteed higher, 
purchasers cannot count upon the fol- 
lowing brands carrying more protein 
than giver, below:

phrase "U vacancies happen by resigna- 
tion, or otherwise, during the recess of 
the legislature of any state." if we con- 
cede that the general word "otherwise" 
is not qualified nor limited by the spe- 
ciflp word 'resignation.' and that it in- 
cludes vacancies which are caused by 
efflux of time and which can be foreseen 
as well as vacancies which are caused 
by a casualty or the happening of an 
unexpected event and which cannot be 
foreseen, still it must be construed and 
defined with reference to the balance 
of the phrase so as to give effect to all 
its parts; acd It thus results that the 
vacancy, no matter how it is produced, 
must happen, take place or begin dur- 
ing a recess of the legislature; and this 
of itself would be decisive against Mr. 
Quay's claim." 


After discussing at length the cir- 


cumstances under which the Constitu- 
tion was framed, the 
majority 
an- 


nounces its conclusion as follows: 


"We think that the framers of the 


Constitution never contemplated or in- 
tended to provide for p case where a 
state, by its own deliberate act, should 
deprive its legislature of the power to 
fill an entire teim at Its beginning. In 
our opinion they never intended to give 
the executive of a state the power to 
fill an entire term by original appoint- 
ment, unless, possibly, in a case where 
the legislature had chosen and the per- 
son elected had refused to accept or 
decided before Qualification. In other 
words, we conclude that the power of 
the appointment was not to be exer- 
cised unless the vacancy occurred in 
the recess of the legislature and was 
occasioned by some casualty like death 
or resignation." 


The report then quotes numerous 


precedents, beginning with that of 
Kensey Jones of Delaware in 1794 and 
closing with the case of Henry W. Cor- 
bett of Oregon in 1894. It then ends 
as follows: 


"The statement of those cases and 


others shows that from the beginning 
of the government down to the present 
time the Senate has never recognized 
the right of a state executive to make 
a temporary appointment where the va- 
cancy happened or occurred during a 
session of the legislature. It shows fur- 
ther that for 75 years the Senate has 
refused to recognize the rignt of a state 
executive to make a temporary appoint- 
ment, even where the vacancy happen- 
ed or occurred during a recess of the 
legislature, if the legislature either be- 
fore or after it occurred and prior to the 
date of the appointment had had an 
opportunity to fill It. 


"The fundamental principle thus es- 


tablished is that if the 
legislature 


either before or after the happening of 
a vacancy, has had an opportunity to 
nil it. then there is no power in the 
state executive to appoint. The result 
is fatal to the claims of Mr. Quay. No 
danger nor evil has resulted to the gov- 
ernment from the enforcement of this 
principle. 


"We therefore submit to the Senate 


for its own honor and dignity should 
stand by its, previous solemn and delib- 
erate decisions." 


The minority report takes the oppo 


site view. Quoting sec. 3. article 1. o 
the Constitution, the minority say 
that the failure of the government t 
call the legislature together to selec 
a Senator does not act to deprive th 
governor of the power of appointment 
Referring to the constitutional provis 
ion, the question is asked 


"Does the language of the Constitu 


lion of the United States mean jus 
what the constitution of the common 
wealth of Pennsylvania says: 'In cas 
of a vacancy in the office of the Unit 
ed States Senator In a recess between 
sessions,' or does it mean that the va 
cancy must be one which comes by 
chance, 30 that it does not apply at al 
to the case of a vacancy at the begin 
nlng of a term, which does not come by 
chance but is foreseen and inevlta 


This question is answered as follows: 
"If the words have the former mean 


ing, then all distinction between cases 
where a legislature has not been in ses- 
sion and those where a legislature has 
not been In session between vacancies 
at the beginning of a term and vacan 
cies beginning dfter the term itself has 
begun and the office ror that term only 
filled, are without Importance. We 
think that the former is the true mean- 
ing of the Constitution. We think it 
was the intent of the Constitution to 
provide as far as possible that every 
state should have two Senators 


"First—The constitutional conven- 


tion hesitated between conferring the 
power of appointment of Senators upon 
the executive and the legislature of the 
state in the beginning. Like the legis- 
lature, the executive of the state was 
supposed to present the will of the 
people. Under the constitutional ar- 
raignment then existing, he appoints 
state officers and appointed judges, who 
held their office for life. So there Is no 
reason to suppose that they considered 
the executive an unfit instrument for 
such appointment 
And they settled 


the question by giving the power of 
permanent appointment to the legisla- 
ture and of temporary appointment to 
the executive.

"Second—We can conceive no reason 


likely to have influenced the fraraers of 
the Constitution for making a distinc- 
tion between cases of vacancy In one 
way or at one time, and vacancies oc- 
curring In any other way or at -any 
other time. The office of Senator may 
be at any time of Infinite Importance 
to the Interests of a state. Upon a sin- 
gle vote may often depend, and some- 
times has depended, the fate of meas- 
ures which would bring prosperity or 
misery into every workshop and almost 
every family in Pennsylvania. We do 
not believe that when the Constitution 
was enacted it would have occurred to 
anybody that if a Senator had died 
within a week of the adjournment of 
the legislature or at a time when there 
were three parties In the legislature 
who could not agree, or at a time when 
the two houses who formerly made an 
election by concurrent vote were of 
opinions so different that they could 
not be reconciled, that the state must 
remain unrepresented until a new leg- 
islature should be chosen. 


"They meant, as we believe, that for 


the Interest of the state and the Inter- 
est of the whole country the Senate 
snould always-be full so far as they 
could devise a constitutional mechan- 
ism to accomoDsh that purpose."

The Philadelphia Press says: When 


Drs Kitasato and Aoyama, the emi- 
nent Japanese 
bacteriologists, dis- 


covered, in 1894. the specific bacillus 
that causes plague, they started the 
world on a new track In dealing with 
this terrible disease. Though a total 
of 220,097 cases, with 164,083 deaths, 
for the Bombay Presidency alone since 
1897 
does not suggest the disease is 


rapidly becoming unknown, there is 
nothing surer than that the disease 
would become a rarity tomorrow wore 
t possible to enforce scientific sani- 
tation the world over and apply with- 
out hindrance the preventive and cur- 
ative means known to modern medi- 
cine. The disease is epidemic in the 
ar Orient and In India dimply because 
economic, social and religious condi- 
tions prevent the application of the 
knowledge of the West, and hence the 
pest finds a state ot trflngs that makes 
ts spread possible there today, as In 
Europe of the Middle Ages. 


In the main, these conditions are

SPEECH BY MR. ROSS. 


At theiconclusion of Mr. Turner's ad- 


dress Mr. Ross of Vermont addressed 
the Senate on his resolution relating to 
the Philippines. 


In accordance with previous notice, 


Mr. Ross (Rep., Vt,) claimed the rec- 
ognition! of the chair to deliver a 
speech 'on the Philippine question. 
The text of his argument was a reso- 
lution introduced by him several days 
ago, declaring that the provisions of 
the Constitution, do not, unaided by 
act of Congress, extend, over Porto 
Rico and the Philippines; that the 
United States takes sovereignty over 
Porto Rico and the Philippines unre- 
strained! by the provisions of the Con- 
stitution, and that the successful dis- 
charge of this duty demands the estab- 
lishment of a separate .department of 
the government to take charge of all 
outlying dependencies of the United 
States and the passage of a general law 
making! appointments there in non- 
poll ticaf. 


By the very nature of the text, Mr. 


Ross' argument was essentially a legal 
and constitutional discussion of the 
question's raised. This was his first 
speech of importance since entering 
the Senate and was listened to with 
great Interest by members of the Sen- 
ate. | 


He confined himself closely to his 


manuscript and spoke in a voice so low 
as at times, to make it difficult to hear 
him. He said he thought it wiser to 
give attention to present conditions 
with anj earnest desire to reach a cor- 
rect solution of problems presented, 
than to (criticise and find fault. 


Mr. Ross said he diil not propose to 


discuss [ what relations 
the United 
States sustained to the islands, further 
than to] observe that the ceding power 
had Imposed no conditions or reserved 
any rights, defined and secured by the 
Constitution, to the Inhabitans of those 
Islands.! They had not been guaran- 
teed 
tfie rights of citizenship and, 


under the Constitution, could not be 
regarded as citizens- of 
the United 


States. | Only by act of Congress could 
these rights be conferred upon them. 


In maintaining this point, Mr. Ross 


cited numerous decisions of Federal 
courts and other authorities bearing 
upon it. He quoted liberally also 
from other treaties by which this 
country! had acquired additional terri- 
tory. 


"The j cession ot sovereignty over a 


country, by one nation to another," he 
said, "affects only the political rela- 
tion of jthe inhabitants of the 
ceded 


country and 
makes them 
subjects 


thereafter of the nation receiving the 
cession.' Laws, usages and municipal 
regulations, in force at the time of 
cessionj remain in force until changed 
by the -new sovereignty. The Consti- 
tution, ^therefore, cannot, of Its own 
Inherent force, extend itself over such 
territory." 


Mr. Ross concluded, therefore, that 


the Supreme Court held properly for 
that Congress had plenary power in 
legislation for territories, unless re- 
strained by the stipulations of the 
treaty, j 


"While under these views." said 


Mr. Ross, "Congress enters upon the 
Government of these dependencies un- 
restrained by the provisions of the 
Constitution, nevertheless it will exei 
else this power under the solemn obli- 
gation jof a general duty to be dis- 
charged faithfully and honestly for. tho 
highest! welfare of their inhabitants 
and the; inhabitants of the nation." 
He discussed carefully the control 


assumed by the United States over the 
islands;of Cuba under the joint resolu- 
tions of Congress and by the treaty of 
Paris. ! 
"I think," said he, "the United States 


upon the surrender of sovereignty over 
the island by Spain, took out sover- 
eignty over xhe Island, not as her own- 
er, nor for her benefit, nor for the 
people pf the United States, but for the 
inhabitants of the island, for the speci- 
fied and particular purpose of pacifica- 
tion of the Island. We may say that 
pacification means more than absence 
of state of war; It means until the In- 
habitants have acquired a reliabhle, 
stable [government. Then 
the 
an- 
nouncement makes no provision for 
any return by such government, when 
established, of the expenditures and 
obligations incurred in prosecuting the 
war and administering sovereignty. 
Is thej United States to receive such 
compensation ?". 


He maintained that the Cubans ulti- 


mately wonjd have the right to arraign 
this nation'before the bar of nations to 
give an account of Its voluntarily as- 
sumed {stewardship, in which many 
delicate questions would be involved. 


Yes!" said Mr. Ross, "there are 


be 
T- 


by its acts and make no attempt to do 
What it has no power to do^-to pledge 
or limlt^the actions of the future Con- 
gresses. Sufficient unto the day is the 
duty thereoL If these principles are 
enforced, so far as applicable to the 
government of these islands, the In- 
habitants will be blessed, whether they 
consent there In advance or not." 


Mr. Ross argued that the people of the 
islands manifestly were ijot prepared 
to enter upon the administration of 
such a government as the people of 
this country had. He urged, therefore, 
that the first step to be taken by Con- 
gress in the discharge of its duty to the 
Islanders was to create a department 
of the government charged with tho 
duty of looking to the Interests of the 
islands and of supplying accurate in- 
formation to Congress with reference 
to them. They should not, as now, be 
left in charge of departments over- 
loaded and overworked. 


"The second step." said he, "is to 


remove all civil appointments In the 
islands from the realm of politics. 


The nation will utterly fail In 
the 
discharge of its duty if the islands are 
made political footballs. The adminis- 
tration of the sovereignty must be In- 
telligent, honest, and uninterrupted. 
There are honest capable • men 
in 


every political party.- .These should be 
sought out and given'place in the ad- 
ministration of this sovereignty. Dif- 
ficult as is the administration of this 
sovereignty, i£-' honestly and intelli- 
gently undertaken, siich administra- 
tion will be beneficial both to 
the^ 


people of this nation and to the Inhabi- 
tants of the islands. Difficulties which 
have come, as these have, unsought, 
honestly-and faithfully encountered, 
bring wisdom and strength. 


"Then let the nation take up the 


duty which the ruler of men and na- 
tions has placed upon it, go forword in 
an honest, unselfish, intelligent and 
earnest endeavor to discharge it for the 
highest interest of the nation and of 
the islands, in the fear and under the 
direction of the Supreme Ruler, who 
guided the fathers and founders, and 
the nation will hot, cannot, encounter 
failure. 


At the conclusion 
of 
Mr. Ross" 


speech the Senate disposed of some rou- 
tine business and then Mr. McEnery of 
Louisiana made an address on the race 
question in the South, in which he said: 


"There never has been any disposi- 


tion, on the part of the people of Lou- 
isiana to deprive the negroes of any 
political or civil rigbts. There has 
been and will continue to be determin- 
ation, fixed and unalterable, to deny 
him social privileges on equality with 
the whites, to prohibit him from as- 
piring to an equality in 
social life, 


which nature forbids. 


Mr. McEnery said the suffrage arti- 


cle in the Louisiana constitution was 
approved by all citizens of the state. 


While Mr. McEnery was speaking he 


was interrupted by Mr. Butler of North 
Carolina, who inquired whether Mr. Mc- 
Enery. when the 
amendment to the 


Louisiana constitution similar to that 
now pending in North Carolina was un- 
der consideration, did not pronounce 
it unconstitutional. 


Mr. McEnery replied that he had pro- 


nounced it unconstitutional but inas- 
much as it was adopted he said that 
he would support it iu the Senate. He 
felt it his duty to his constituents to 
do so and he would always be found 
supporting the laws anil constitution of 
both his state and his country. Re- 
ferring to the Filipino insurrection in 
this connection he said: 


"I do not stop to inquire now wheth- 


er my country in the 
Philippines is 


right or not. I do not inquire who fired 
the first shot which precipitated hostil- 
ities. It is enough 
for me to know 


that my government has been assailed 
and I will uphold its hands until its 
enemies are brought into subjection." 


Mr. Butler then read copies of let- 
ters written by Mr. McEnery in which 
he declared the amendment of the Lou- 
isiana constitution was "grossly un- 
constitutional," and that it was so re- 
garded by the ablest constitutional law- 
yers in the Senate. 


When Mr. McEnery had concluded 


Mr. Til I man of South Carolina called 
up a bill to revive and amend an act 
to provide for the collection of claims 
for captured and abandoned property 
and the prevention of frauds in insur- 
rectionary districts within the United 
States. 


Mr. Tillman asked Mr. Davis to ex-

In answer to an inquiry, froto Mr. 


Hale Mr. Davis said that the claims 
covered captured and abandoned 'cot- 
ton.

From this Mr. Davis dissented, say- 


ing that under

States for twenty years for those to 
whom the 'courts had adjudged ft to 
belong. 


Mr. Davis said that the- payment of 
the claims was as clear an act of jus- 
tice as ever was presented. 


"The bill is not/' said he, "a sluice- 


way for the payment of all the claims 
which have been referred to by Mr. 
Hale." 


The bill was objected to and It went 
over. 


The Senate then at 4.45 P. M. went 


into executive session and 
at 6.30

o criticise the good road workeis, for 
they have done the country a world of 
good, bu"t 1 do mean that improvements 
n road [making are going on steadily 
and tbat the fact has not been realized 
as yet by the layman.

morning, when 1 took a spin on my 
wheel through Prospect Park, and then 
started [down tho cycle path. 
Both 


paths were soggy and muddy in places, 
and I took to the Boulevard.

When ij made a partial admission that 
it had been overdone I meant that I

C> cling In moderation lills 
one's lungs with fresh air and keeps 
tbe mrscles and blood in perfect condi- 
tion.

A man and bis bicy- 
cle are all tbat la needed for tile thor- 
ough enjoyment of cycling. Walking 
is good| exercise, and the average per- 
son does not take enough of it, but 
there is not the same fascination in 
walking that one hnds in cycling A 
man will ride a wheel where he won't 
walk." !
